A proposal to export grain 
the proceeds of the year's 
harveat recently made by’ the 
Bolshevists is being bitterly 
fought over in Moscow. Its sup- 
porters meintein . that five 
hucdred million goods (over eight 
million tans) sKonld be. exported 
all costs. In view of 
known condition af 
Rossia they fear opposition to 
the scheme from abroad, and s0 
they have decided to prepare 
public opinion in England aod 
America by. proclaiming that the 
Russian corn-bins ‘ate bursting. 
and that the 1922 harvest falls 
little sbort of those of pre-war 
.jdays. Commissars snd special 
Soviet writers have been mobiliz- 
ed for this itask. figures are - 
falsified, and the Press ord ered to 
proclaim the success of the 
harvest. Brokhanoff and Offinsky 
declare that the barvest of 1922 
will sield three thousand million 
poods (sbout fifty millioz tons), 
an excesa of eight hundred 
million can be exported te Europe 
without Russiz feeling it. Yet 
statistics show en alarming 
decrease of the sowing arem, which 
bas fallgn to 25 per ceut. and’ io 
certain districts to 16 per cent. of 
pre-wartimes. The barvext can- - 
not possibly suffice to cower the . 
needs of the Raoysian people and 
yield « sufficient amount of grain 
for expert. Meanwhile the ex-. - 
tortion of grain front the peasants _ 
goes on.. Two hundred and: 
sixteen persons have been sent to 
J prison in one district alone for 
resisting the tax-collectors.’
